The End of m Career. 


So many cHshos between settlers 


and Indians did ho avert that the gov- 
ernment decided to reward him 
Ac- 


cordingly, in 182S tho Indian depart- 
ment built for him the first frame 
house over erected In Chicago It was 
situated near tho corner of Chicago 
a^nue and North State street There 


lived until 1816 
Then he 


went back to the Indiana of hia own 
tribes and settled with them at Coun 
ell Bluffs la. In ttio meantime tho 
government had presented him with 
a 1 MO-acre tract of land on the north 
branch of tho Chicago river 
He sotd 


this tor a trifling sum before he turn- 
ed hla back on clvillratlon 


After a 16 year sojourn with white 


man, the old SauganiBh found rough 
Indian life less to his tasto than he 
had hoped 
Yet he stayed with hla 


tribesmen at Council Bluffs until hla 
death on Sept 28 1841 


Billy Caldwoll, tho Sauganaah, had 


a lesa melodramatic career than did 
many other famous Indians 
Yet he 


did more than most of them to help 
along the cause of progress and civil- 
ization In the far west To him In 
great measure was due the usually 
peaceful relations between settlers 
and savages in the semi lawless sec- 
tion where he waa BO feared and hon 
ored
